Truly, Sir, I cannot find any ſuch Law of God in our Proteſtant Bible : And if there is 
no ſuch Law that doth always command ſuch a Succeſſion, it cannot be a ſin againſt God ſometimes to 
let ſuch a Succeſſion be laid aſide, for it's written in another place, Where there's no Law, there is no 
Tranſoreſſion : And beſides this, we find in the Holy Scriptures, that thoſe who were not next of 
blood to the Crown did wear it by Gods Approbation: David ſucceeded Saul in the Government; 
and not any of Sa/*s Children ; Solomon ſucceeded David, and not David's Eldeſt ſon: and1 hope 
theſe Succeſſors may be well called the beſt of Princes. 

But ſuppoſe it could be proved that God had Eſtabliſhed ſuch a Succeſſion of Princes in 1ſ-aet as 

ou plead for, that will not prove that Exglend is bound to ſuch a Model of Government as Iſrael 
4 , for the Nations of the World who were in Being at the ſame time of the Government of /{- 
rael, were not bound to have ſuch a Government as they had; and if any venture to 
were bound in this caſe, then mark what may be concluded from it, viz. That when the Govern- 
ment of 1ſrael was by Judges, then ſhould the other Nations have changed their Kings into 
alſo. Indeed, Sir, I do think you will not be in haſt to charge thoſe Nations with {in, as you do 
charge your own Nation, though they did not Conformto 1ſrae!”s Government. Furthermore,con-
